in the sun, but if sun cannot be had, 
stand it in a warm room away from 
the fire; you will spoil it if you put 
it near the fire, or if you attempt pute 
ting on any coat of stain before the 
former coat is quite dry. Neglect of 
these details is a constant reason of 
failure or unsatisfactory work. Be- 
fore polishing the work a very thin 
coat of glue size should be applied all 
over it, and when thoroughly dry that 
ehould be gone over very lightly with 
the finest glass pror just enough to 
make all smooth without removin 

any of the stain. Then dust an 

French polish in the usual way, mix- 
ing joz. of the best drop black with 
every gill of French polish you apply. 


Frrtxo Fisn.—I cannot enter into 
all the queries I have on this head. 
Tastes difer, and 1 do not presume 
to decide whether it is “best” to fry 
haddock, plaice, and conger in batter, 
or flour, or bread srambs, bail ho; 
my correspondents may be helped 
the following hints: — Haddock, 
plaice, hake, , should be filleted or 
cut into strips before they are fried. 
This will not be sufficient for conger, 
which requires to be parboiled before 
it is fried. It is necessary to have 
plenty of fresh fat or dripping, or, bet- 

r still, eweet oil for frying, and this 
must be made boiling hot in the fry- 
ing pan before the fish is put into 
át. For bread-crumbing have ready 
a dish or plate of grated crumbs and 
@ dish of beaten-up egg or » ac- 
cording to the quantity of fish to be 
cooked. First cover the piece of fish 
by dipping it in the egg, then roll it 
in the crumbs, and transfer it at once 
to the boiling oil or fat in the pan. 
Those who do not care to go to the 
expense of eggs can pase the fish 
through flour, mixed wrt pepper 
and ealt, or can use a thick batter of 
flour and water, into which piunge 
the fish before putting it in the fry- 
ing pan.

tablespoonfuls of flour, beat the mix- 
ture well up for 9 or 10 minutes, if too 
thick, add a little more water, then, 
having whisked the whites of the two 
eggs into a froth, stir it in lightly, 
pass the fish through, covering each 
Piece well with the batter, and fry 
as before in the boiling oil or fat.
